STRUGGLE UNLEASHED HERE AFTER THE ARMED FORCES OUSTEO 
THE PERCH GOVERNMENT Hi 1 976. 

2. MASSERA CLARIFIED THIS JAN 19 WITH ANOTHER PUBLIC 

STATEMENT, ISSUED AT ABOUT THE SAME TIME AS THE ORDER 
FOR IMS ARREST, THAT HE BELIEVED AT THE TIME, "AND STILL 
BELIEVE, THAT THE GOVERNMENT SHOULD HAVE MADE CLEAR TO 
THE PUBLIC AT AH OPPORTUNE MOMENT" WHAT THE LOSSES WERE 
OH BOTH SIDES IN THE SO-CALLED DIRTY WAR. IN HIS CLARI- 
FICATION STATEMENT, MASSERA, IN ACCEPTING NAVY 
DISCIPLINE, STILL INSISTED, AS NAVY LEADER AT THE TIME, 

THAT HE WAS NOT OUT OF LINE III CALLING FOR A LIST OF

AS IS USUAL IN THESE CASES, NO PUBLIC ANNOUNCEMENT OF 

THE ACTION WAS FORTHCOMING, BUT THE FRESS ACCOUNTS 
WERE NOT DENIED EITHER, AND WE HAVE NO REASON TO DOUBT 
MASSERA IS BEING SANCTIONED AS REPORTED. 

4. MASSERA, WHO HAS OVERTLY TURNED TO POLITICS AS 
HEAD OF THE MOVEMENT FOR SOCIAL DEMOCRACY, THUS JOINS 
IN DEPRIVED-L IBERTY STATUS FORMER PRESIDENT JUAN CARLOS 
0NGAN1A, A RETIRED ARMY GENERAL.
